BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

The application relates to hydrocarbon processing in order to produce 
hydrogen, electricity, and at least one hydroprocessed product. 

BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION 

In one aspect, the application provides a method for treating hydrocarbonaceous 
feedstock to produce hydrogen, electricity, and one or more liquid hydrocarbon product. 
In this aspect, the method comprises: a) subjecting hydrocarbonaceous feedstock to 
hydrotreating hydrogen in the presence of supported catalyst under hydrotreating 
conditions effective to produce hydrotreated product comprising one or more liquid 
hydrocarbon product; b) subjecting hydrotreated product to hydrogen production 
conditions effective to produce hydrogen product and hydrogen production remainder; c) 
subjecting a first part of the hydrogen product to electricity generating conditions 
effective to produce electricity; and, d) recycling a second part of the hydrogen product 
as hydrotreating hydrogen. 

In another aspect, the application provides a method for treating 
hydrocarbonaceous feedstock to produce hydrogen, electricity, and hydroprocessed 
product. In this aspect, the method comprises: a) subjecting hydrocarbonaceous 
feedstock to hydrotreating hydrogen under hydrotreating conditions comprising 
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supported zeolite catalyst effective to produce hydroprocessed product; b) subjecting at 
least a portion of the hydrotreated product to hydrogen production conditions effective to 
produce hydrogen product; c) subjecting a first part of the hydrogen product to electricity 
generating conditions effective to produce electricity; and, d) recycling a second part of 
the hydrogen product as hydrotreating hydrogen.
